fayette address here today to take a 
stand against'"a deliberate und de- 
termined effort," which he said, "is 
being made to break down the guar- 
antees of our 
fundamental 
law" 


through a movement "to limit the 
jurisdiction of our domestic courts." 


Speaking at the 
unveiling 'of a 


statue to 
Lafayette, the 
President 


characterized the great 
Frenchman 


as "a true son of world freedom" and 
asserted that "this occasion is dedi- 
cated to freedom." 


"The question 
is," he 
declared, 


"whether America will allow itself 
to be degraded into a communistic 
and socialistic state or whether it 
will remain American. 
Those who 


•want to continue to enjoy the high 
estate of American citizenship will 
resist all attempts to encroach upon 
their liberties by encroaching upon 
power of the courts." 


While devoting his address pri- 


marily to a defense of the United 
States Supreme Court, the President 
'also drew a lesson from the French 
leader who 
"joined us In fighting 


for the maintenance and extension of 
our 
institutions," and 
proposed a 


policy of service in foreign relations. 


He pleaded also for the abolish- 


ment of war hatred and assistance 
in the "restoration of the German 
people now shorn of militarism." 


The Supreme Court 


Referring to the supreme 
court, 


Sir. Coolidge said, if its authority 
should be broken down and its pow- 
ers lodged with Congress every min- 
ority body that might be weak in re- 


' sturces or unpopular in the public 


estimation, also nearly every race 
and religious belief would find them- 
selves practically 
without 
protec- 


tion." 


The President mentioned no names 


in connection with the attack he de- 
scribed against the supreme court. 
Re characterized it as an assault up- 
on the constitution with its purpose 
the confiscation of property and de- 
struction of liberty. 


Very little danger exists in open 


and avowed assaults upon individual 
freedom," he said. "It is more like- 
ly to be imperiled Indirectly, per- 
haps with the avowed intention of 
protecting it or enlarging it." 


Foreign Relations 


In his discussion of 
foreign af- 


fairs, Mr. Coolidge *aid: "To be in- 
dependent, to my 
mind, does 
not 


mean to be isolated. 
There is no real independence save 
only as we secure it through the law 
of service." 


While avoiding entanglements he 


pointed out that the United States 
had pursued that policy in contri- 
bution to foreign charities; in coun- 
sel at the arbitration table in Latin 
America; in adjustment of war pro- 
blems In Europe; in the Washington 
armament conference and in settle- 
ment of the reparations problem.

statue to 
Lafayette, the 
President 
characterized the great 
Frenchman 
a s “a tru e son of world freedom ” and 
asserted th a t “this occasion is dedi­ 
cated to freedom.” 
“The question 
is," he 
declared, 
“w hether America will allow itself 
to be degraded into a communistic 
and socialistic state o r w hether it 
will rem ain American. 
Those who 
w an t to continue to enjoy the high 
estate of American citizenship will 
resist all attem pts to encroach upon 
th e ir liberties by encroaching upon 
pow er of the courts.” 
While devoting his address pri­ 
m arily to a defense of the United 
States Supreme Court, the President

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THE REPUBLICAN TARIFF POLICY 
For many years the tariff has been trotted out by the 
Democratic party as a strong weapon of attack in political 
battles. 
The Democrats have succeeded in utilizing it ef­ 
fectively at times. 
It did so in electing Woodrow WiI.son. 
It kept its pledge for a low tariff. 
Industrial depression 
followed in the nation and it was growing worse in 1914 
when the World War altered conditions and rendered a 
tariff virtually unnecessary in the country for many years. 
Canada also has the tariff problem in politics. 
The pres­ 
ent Liberal M inistry believes in a low tariff; it proceeded 
to enact its program into law. 
Depression followed. 
Mon­ 
treal, the second greatest port in North America, has com­ 
plained that the Liberal tariff is too low to maintain Cana­ 
dian industrial prosperity. 
The Prime M inister was de­ 
fending his system in Montreal when a young man inter­ 
rupted. 
“But we are out of work, sir,” he said. 
, 
.E conom ists 
have 
pre.sented 
exhaustive 
and 
varying 
view s on the protective tariff sy.stem. 
But the fact remains 
— and it has been pretty well impressed upon the voters in 
the industrial regions of the nation — that prosperity has 
been maintained in the United States more consistently 
under the Republican high protective tariff than under the 
Democratic low tariff. 
It is not argued that the high tariff system is perfect. 
Doubtless there are many inequalities. 
This situation was 
recognized by the Republican Congress in enacting the 
present tariff law, when it provided for a commission to 
ascertain the difference between cost of production abroad 
and at home at various tim es, and gave the president the 
power to alter the tariff. 
President Coolidge has raised 
the tariff on some agricultural products; it is predicted that 
he will lower the tariff on sugar. 
For the first tim e in the 
country’s history it now has a flexible tariff, made possible 
by the Republican party. 
The Republican platform says: 


"W e renffirtn o u r bellrf in the protoc-tive tariff to extend 
needed p rotection to o n r productive in d u striei. 
W ithout the 
s tr ic t maiiiti n a n ce of tlie eirii'f principle o u r fa rm e rs will 
j:eed a lw a y s to lo m p c te wiih cheap lands and cheap lab o r 
a b ro ad , and w.t'a low er sta n d a rd s of living. 


“ We believe that th e pow er of the I’resid cn t to decrea;.e 
o r in crease any rate of duty in the T.iriff .\: t furni.she.s a safe­ 
g u a rd ag ain et oxces'iive duties to he adjusted a fte r a h e arin g 
th a t they may cover the actu al ilifferem e.i in the cost of p ro ­ 
duction in the U nited S tates and the principal com peting coun­ 
trie s of the world." 


The Democratic platform on which John W. Davis stands, 
on the other hand, reaffirms the time-honored Democratic 
principle of a low tariff. 
The tariff is not operative against every condition that 
obtains abroad. 
W ithin the last two years, when the Ger­ 
man mark depreciated vastly, when German workers were 
being paid a few cents a day and living in squalor, Germany 
could .still produce goods, pay the tariff and undersell Amer­ 
ican manufacturers with their better paid labor. 
Many politicians believe that it is popolar to assail “the 
rol ber tariff” of the Republican party. 
But in the past 
they have found it quite a difficult task to explain the situ­ 
ation when depression has followed the wrecking of the Re­ 
publican tariff sy.stem.

Everything is complicated, to a scientist.

earth.) My body, which apparently moves easily, is sus­ 
taining (atmospheric) pressure of 14 pounds per square 
inch. 
I am hanging head downwards into space. 
A wind 
of ether at terrific speed is blowing through the interstices 
of my body. And the plank on which I step is not solid, but 
composed of millions of electrons which are constantly bom­ 
barding the soles of my feet.” 
Nevertheless, we hasten to add, all that’s happened is 
that he has stepped upon a platform. 
A scientist, seeing a certain little animal, will say: “It’s 
Mephitis Mephitis, a common mammal, allied to the weasels. 
It can eject a very offensive secretion produced in two peri­ 
neal glands.” 
An ordinary man, pondering all this, would say: “Never­ 
theless, it’s only a skunk.” 


Science has a tendency of complicating the simple. 
That’s what science mainly does — takes the simple, ex­ 
amines it and finds out how complicated it is underneath. 
Plain water, to a scientist, is two parts hydrogen to one 
part of oxygen, in combination. Of course, he doesn’t know 
what hydrogen or oxygen is, so where is he much better off 
than before he knew it by any name other than plain water ? 
Admittedly, scientific analysis leads to progress. 
But isn’t science making life too complicated? 
Isn’t it 
responsible for the widespread tendency of the people, to 
view the simplest situations as if they were complex? 
The truth is right under our noses, but we fail to see it 
because we’re looking for something hidden, mysterious, 
complicated. With this attitude, of expecting to find things 
complicated, we approach economic, political and social prob­ 
lems that are as simple as A-B-C to any one with common 
sense. 
We aré forever seeking bogies that don’t exist—fancy 
names for the skunk. 
Look how complicated the experts 
have made the problem of what amounts to Gerinany paying 
damages in police court.

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THE REPUBLICAN TARIFF POLICY 


For many years the tariff' has been trotted out by the 


Democratic party as a strong weapon of attack in political 
battles. The Democrats have succeeded in utilizing it ef- 
fectively at times. It did so in electing VVoodrow Wilson. 
It kept its pledge for a low tariff. 
Industrial depression 


followed in the nation and it was growing worse in 1914 
when the World War altered conditions and rendered a 
tariff virtually unnecessary in the country for many years. 


Canada also has the tariff problem in politics. The pres- 


ent Liberal Ministry beJieves in a low tariff; it proceeded 
to enact'its program into law. Depression followed. Mon- 
treal, the second greatest port in North America, has com- 
plained that the Liberal tariff is too low to maintain Cana- 
;dian industrial prosperity. 
The Prime Minister was de- 


fending his system in Montreal when a young man inter- 
rupted. "But we are out of work, sir," he said. 
.' . Economists have presented exhaustive and varying 
views on the protective tariff system. But the fact remains 
—and it has been pretty well impressed upon the voters in 
the industrial regions o"f the nation — that prosperity has 
been maintained in the United States more consistently 
under the Republican high protective tariff than under the 
Democratic low tariff. 


It is not argued that the high tariff system is perfect. 


Doubtless there are many inequalities. This situation was 
recognized by the Republican Congress in enacting the 
present tariff law, when it provided for a commission to 
ascertain 4he difference between cost of production abroad 
and at home at various times, and gave the president the 
power to alter the tariff. 
President Cpolidge has raised 


the tariff on some agricultural products; it is predicted that 
he will lower the tariff on sugar. For the first time in the 
country's history it now has a flexible tariff, made possible 
by the Republican party. The Republican platform says: 


"We reaffirm our hrlirf in the protective tariff to extend 


needed protection to our prodmtive Industrie*.

The Democratic platform on which John W. Davis stands, 


on tne other hand, reaffirms the time-honored Democratic 
principle of a low tariff. 


The tariff is not operative against every condition that 


obtains abroad. Within the last two years, when the Ger- 
man mark depreciated vastly, when German workers were 
beinjr paid a few cents a day and living in squalor, Germany 
could still produce goods, pay the tariff and undersell Amer- 
ican manufacturers with their better paid labor. 


Many politicians believe that it is popnlar to assail "the 


rolber tariff" of the Republican party. 
But in the past 


thcv have found it quite a difficult task to explain the situ- 
ation when depression has followed the wrecking of the Re- 
publican tariff system.

Science has a tendency of complicating the simple. 


That's what science mainly does — takes the simple, ex- 
amines it and finds out how complicated it is underneath.

part of oxygen, in combination. Of course, he doesn't know 
what hydrogen or oxygen is, so where is he much better off 
than before he knew it by any name other than plain water? 


Admittedly, scientific -analysis leads to progress. 
But isn't science making life too complicated? Isn't it 


responsible for the widespread tendency of the people, to 
view the simplest situations as if they were complex? 


The truth is right under our noses, but we fail to see it 


because we're looking for something hidden, mysterious, 
complicated. With this attitude, of expecting to find things 
complicated, we approach economic, political and social prob- 
lems that are as simple as A-B-C to any one with common 
sense.
